NEW OKLEA* 3, Aug. 14.—The Weather 
Bureau this morning issued the following: 

“Advisory warning to all west gulf ports: 

9:49 a .m.—Tropical disturbance apparently 
central in the west gulf, future course 
uncertain. Increasing northeast winds on 
coast considered dangerous for vessels to 
leave gulf ports.”’ 
Aug. 14.—Section Director 
H. Murdoch of the United States Weath- 
er Burcau has not received any advices 
toduy of the progress of the West India 
hurricane. 

Dispatches from Yucatan last night sald 
that the storm had kept well to the south- 
ward and was apparently central near the 
northwest point of Yucatan, 760 miles al- 
most directly south of Galveston, on the 
Mexican side of the gulf. 

Its future course is uncertain, but will 
probably be northward over the Gulf of 
Mexico. It will be impossible to give any 
more definite information regarding the 
storm until barometer readings from gulf 
stations afford some Indications of its ap- 
proach. It is considered unsafe for ves- 
sels to sail for or from gulf ports, and 
advices were issued accordingly. 

The weather ofticials here think that 
there is no reason for Galveston to be 
aiarmed. Should the storm come as far 
west as Galveston, the weather bureau will 
have two days’ notice of the course of the 
storm and will give ample warning. 

‘The usuai course of these hurricanes born 
in the West Indies is to recurve and fol- 
low the Atlantic coast, and conditions this 
moriting were favorable to this course. A 
low area existed along the South Atlantic 
coast, and this condition invites the course 
of the hurricane in that direction. An area 
of high barometer, extending as far south 
and east as Missouri and Kansas and mov- 
ing castward, showed that conditions west- 
ward were not so favorable to the hur- 
ricane choosing the westward course 
through the gult.

Verdict of Guilty, With Life Impris- 
onment for Marcum’s 
Murder.

The jury this morning returned a ver- 
dict of guilty, fixing life imprigen Ament HS 
the penalty for the assassination of J. B.

This is the second trial of the prisoners— 
the first jury at Jackson failing to agree. 

Marcum was shot and killed last May 
in the courthouse of Breathitt County at 
Jackson. The killing grew out of a feud 
between the Hargis and Cockre!l families, 
in which many persons have lost their 
lives. The present trial has attracted the 
attentions of the country, militia being 
necessary to preserve peace and protect 
the witnesses. 

Jett recelved the verdict with compara- 
tive indifference and calmness. White, 
who has been apparentiy under a severe 
strain during the trial, flushed up and his 
eyes filled with tears.

Dispatch readers with a mathematical mind 
and a few leisure hours may assist in solv- 
ing. It is this: 

The bulk, superficial contents and num- 
ber of pancakes Uncle Joseph Wells has 
consumed in the last 60 years. 

Mrs. Wells, who is a spry young woman 
of 8+ years, was married to Uncle Joe ve- 
fore her fifteenth birthday and she boasts 
that witeny 4 day since then without a break 
she has baked pancakes for him and de- 
clares that the fact of his never tiring 
or losing his appetite is a tribute to her 
cooking. 

Mrs. Wells confesses that the old gentle- 
man alwavs eats four at a aitting and 
that he sits down to panacakes once a day. 
In 60 years, then, he would consume 87,600 
pancakes, with perhaps a few added when 
he had company pad wished to ‘show 
Oll.

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IRELAND’S OPPORTUNITY. 

The passage of the Irish land bill closes an age-long con- 
troversy. Whether it will effect the larger purpose of its sup- 
porters only time can tell. 

The law provides for the purchase of the land of Ireland. 
The government advances the purchase price to the tenants 
who will pay 3 1-4 per cent interest, and extinguish the 
debt by an annuity of seven-eighths the interest. The land 
thus becomes the property of the tenant, subject to an an- 
nual rent charge. 

The landlords will get about 25 years’ purchase, that is, 26 
times the present annual] rental value, and they are said to 
be, on the whole, well satisfied. 

To carry out ,the provisions of the act the government i* 
authorized to issue bonds to the amount of $2,500,000,000 if 
necessary. 

At the bottom of every other Irish question is the land 
question. That has been repeated with pious faith in its un- 
deniable truth by Irish politicians for generations, and they 
have had much to justify their belief. 

Now that the land question is in process of speedy settle- 
ment the national party will look for other issues and the 
leaders of that party have already warned their friends and 
followers that such issues are at their hand. 

But whatever the nature of future political movements may 
be, the controversy will not have the bitterness which springs 
from rank injustice. The Irish people are rid of the land- 
lords who have harried and harrassed them. They are now 
freed from this burden, and can stand up like men and make 
for themselves the place in the world to which by right of 
natural characteristics they are entitled.

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WASTED WHEAT IN KANSAS. 

I spite of all the advertising for men to help harvest the 
Kansas wheat crop, it is said that thousands of acres of the 
grain will be lost, because there are not enough men to gather 
it in. 

This is extraordinaty, in view of the fact that a modern 
header—the machine that is used to cut the wheat—will har- 
vest.40 acres a day. But several men are required to run the 
header, and unless these are forthcoming, the cumbersome ma- 
_chine lies idle while the crop goes to waste. 3 

Kansas has the best managed agricultural bureau of any 
western state, and the intelligent farmers co-operated with the 
officials of this bureau in seeking “hands” for the wheat crop. 
It is said that the farmers who are now suffering from lack of 
help ignored the bureau and made no efforts to advertise their 
wants.

According to the press dispatches, Andrew Carnegie has just 
given to his native town, Dunfermline, Scotland, the sum of 
$2,500,000. The reward is well deserved. It is not everv town 
that can produce a Carnegie, and Dunfermline has earned the 
money. Its wisdom and foresight in producting the great 
ironmaster is to be commended, and ether communities should 
heed the example of this Scotch village, and aim to raise mil- 
lionaires as a business. A town that produces plutocrats 
has fo need to practice any great thrift or enterprise. It is 
not necessary for it to lay away anything for a rainy day. 
It may safely spend its substance in riotous living, in the 
kuowledge that its incipient Cresus will go somewhere else 
and make enough money to support it in its old age.

LANGLEY’S AIR SHIP TEST. 

The test of the Langley air ship model seems to have devel- 
oped nothing new in aeronautics, though the experts in 
charge of the experiment profess to be satisfied with it. A 
model on similar lines is said to have flown a distance of half 
a mile several years ago. The public will wait and see what 
the larger machine, built to carry an aeronaut, will accom- 
plish.

The problem ot stopping is there solved by the erection of 
vast landing stages, on which the airships can come to & grad- 
ual stop by sliding along an upward inclined surface. The 
scientific imagination of the novelist may be of use to the in- 
ventor. Some of the wonders which Jules Verne depicted in 
his romances are now practical realities. Langley’s launching 
stage is ingenious. Combined with Welle’ landing stage, the 
future aeronaut will be saved a dive into the water or a 
plunge into all sorts of obstacles when the machine comes to 


the ground.

‘The testimony so far elicited in regard to the grade cross- 
ing accident at Vandeventer and Chouteau avenues is con- 
flicting, but the accident itself is another object lesson in 
favor of the abolition of grade crossings in the city, which 
the Post-Dipatch insists should be done everywhere within 
the citv limits.

Illinois County Officials Solve Prob-j} .” 
lem of Getting Full Returns 
on All Property. 


From a Post-Dispatch Staff Correspondent. 

JERSEYVILLE. Hl., Aug. l4.—Jereey 
County, ‘‘Little Jersey”’ as it is called, is 
not a happy land for the rich man with a 
penchant for escaping taxation. His first 
attempt is met with a eummons to at- 
tend a secret meeting of the county board 
of review, where, unalded by an attorney, 
he is asked to explain why recorded mort- 
gages and other evidences of his wealth 
are not included in his property return to 
the assegsor. The session ends with an as- 
sesement of all his property instead of a 
small part of it. 

Acting thus under a law passed in 1899. 
the county officials have solved the prob- 
lem which is still puzzling the officials of 
most other counties and cities in the United 
States, the problem how to get all property 
on the assessment books. It is estimated 
that one-fifth of the property"in Bt. Louis 
goes untaxed. 

Only a month ago the St. Louls Muntcipel 
Assembly attempted to create a commis- 
sion to investigate the subject and find out 
why so much property escapes the as- 
sessors. The effort, however, was defeated, 

Jersey County's method is simple. It re- 
sulted the first year, 1899, fn an addition 
of $870.000 in mortgagee to the assegsed 
valuation of the county. The result today 
is that property owners voluntarily report 
all their property to the assessor, realizing 
that if they try to conceal any the board of 
review will find them out. 

The board was created in 1899 by act of 
the legislature. Every county in the state 
has one. It is composed of the chairman of 
the county board of supervisors and two 
men appointed by the circuit judge. The 
present members of the Jersey County 
board are James Power. chairman of the 
board of supervisors; John C. McGrath, 
county clerk, and Thomas A. Case, former 
superintendent of schools in Jerseyville. 


Lawyers Barred

The board is in session daily. Under the 
law its meetngs are secret. When a tax- 
payers summoned before it he appears 
alone. 

At the first session taxpayers crowded 
the room with their attorneya When the 
meeting began the chairman of the board 
announced that the proceedings were se- 
cret and ordered the room vacated. 

The attorneys protested. They said they 
had a right to be there and represent their 
clients. The board pointed to the law, 
and the lawyers were compelled to leave. 
They have never contested the board's rul- 
ing.

King’s Speech Comments on His Visit 
to Ireland and Indorses the 
Land Bill. 


LONDON, Aug. 14.—After a brief. session 
of the Commons this morning the House 
was summoned before the Lords to hear 


the King’s speech read. 

The speech was of little general or in- 
ternational interest. It alluded to the cor- 
diality of the King's reception In Portugal, 
Italy and France and to the return visit 
of President Loubet, ““‘whose visit has given 
rise to a striking exhibition of the feelings 
of mutual good will which prevail in tne 
two countries.’ 

The most interestir 
Speech to America deals 
Savs: 

“The warm expressions of good will with 
which I was everywhere received greatly 
touched me. My visit enabled me to realize 
how much was being attempted to !mprove 
the housing accommodation for the work- 
ing population, stimulate commercial ac- 
tivity, advance the methods of agriculture, 
develop technical education and provide for 
the sick and infirm. Much remains to be 
done, but it was with feelings of the deep- 
est gratification that I noticed signs of in- 
creasing concord among all classes in Ire- 
land, presaging. as I hope. a new era of 
united efforts for the general welfare.” 

Referring to the f ish land bill, the 
speech says it offers inducements to the 
land owners to continue their residence 
among their countrymen and provide facili- 
ties for improving the conditions of Ife in 
the poorer districts of the west. It adds: 

‘"This reform. by removing the ancient 
causes of social dissension, will, I heartily 
trust, conduce to the common benefit of all 
my Irieh subjects.’
